TALL BEA 


RDED IRIS 


Tall bearded iris are the ideal hardy perennial. They are easy to grow and will thrive in almost any soil that is well drained and 
reasonably fertile. However there are few flowers that will respond more gratefully to proper care. They prefer clean cultivated soil 
that is free of tree roots and full sunshine is essential if you want the finest blooms. They may be used to advantage along garden paths, 
beside a pool, in beds along a garden wall or fence, in clumps, planted at random in the garden or as a border. 

Modern iris are much larger than the old varieties still found in many gardens. They present a seemingly endless variety of colors 
and color combinations. No other flower has made a greater advance in beauty and quality during the last decade. In popularity, 


iris rate second only to the rose. 


CULTURE 


Plant iris rhizomes as soon as they are received if possible. If they 
must be held for a few days before planting be sure that they are un- 
packed and exposed to the air but keep them in a cool dry place. The 
iris bed should be prepared beforehand and allowed to settle. Spade or 
work to a depth of 10 or 12 inches. Work in a generous supply of bone- 
meal or well rotted manure. If your soil is heavy or poorly drained raise 
your iris bed a little above the surrounding soil. Good drainage is nec- 
essary and full sunshine desirable. Iris will grow in the shade but will

The 1952 symposium is a 
choice of 100 favorite iris chosen by the members at large including judges, but differs very little from the 1951 symposium. 
All iris marked with an asterisk after season designation in our descriptive listing are among the 100 best. 


not bloom satisfactorily if at all. Set the new plants with the rhizomes 
barely covered with soil and the roots as deep as possible with the soil 
well firmed around them. Keep the soil moist until the plants are estab- 
lished but do not over-water. If soil is dry at planting time a good 
soaking is advisable. Fertilize with bone meal, well-rotted manure or a 
complete fertilizer once or twice a year but do not let the fertilizer come 
in contact with the rhizomes or it may cause soft rot. Plants should be 
divided and reset every 3 or 4 years.

A tall, smooth medium yellow with ruffled standards, wide semi-flaring 
falls. A superb creation for late bloom. H. M.’'47 


AFAR (Lapham 1948) EM Each $2.00 
A vigorous growing new toned pink with an orange sherbet cast. A 
sprightly flower with outstanding color appeal. 


ALASTOR (Splendor 1940) EM Each .60 
An unusual shade of brilliant deep pink enhanced by a bright orange 
beard and chestnut brown haft. A. M.’41 


ALDURA (Larsen 1943) M Each $1.00

CULTURE 


Japanese (Kaempferi) iris are successfully grown in most parts of the 
United States and do especially well in the Atlantic and Pacific Coast 
states and along the southern borders of the Great Lakes. In their native 
country they are subjected to sub-zero weather. Their soil requirements 
are similar to those of Azaleas and Rhododendrons and they will not tol- 
erate lime in any form. For best results they prefer heavily enriched soil 
and ample moisture but after blooming require no more moisture than 
other perennials. Plant with the crowns about 2 inches below the sur- 
face of the soil. Do not expect typical flowers the first year as it takes 
Japanese Iris longer to establish proper root growth. Well rotted manure 
of any kind is the best fertilizer and it is preferable to work it thoroughly 
into the soil before planting. If your soil is alkaline the addition of 
aluminum sulphate in proper quantities, peat moss or oak-leaf-mold will 
aid in producing the proper soil condition. If the leaves turn yellow the 
presence of lime is indicated and lime is fatal to these iris. They prefer 
full sun except in warm areas where afternoon shade is desirable. 

They will do well in any ordinary garden soil but if you have a place 
on the edge of a pond or along the bank of a ditch or creek it would be 
ideal. There are few flowers that will reward you more richly for a little 
extra moisture and care.
